Such was 
the characterization of Mr. Bryan’ 8 serv- 
lce by one of the most astute political 
observers in Washington. 
Temperamentally Mr. Bryan was not 
fitted for the position in which he was 
placed by the president in recognition of 
his service to Wilson at, the Democratic) 
national convention in 1912. Outside of er 
the international significance,. the most 
remarkable fact.incident,to Mr. Bryan's 
resignation .taday, according te this ob- 
server, is that it was 80 long in coming. 
Mr. Bryan’s service has been trying not 
only to himself but also tH the president. 
Seldom if ever were two men more differ- 
ent in temperament so closely associated 
in public life. They have one great point 
common, however—a. stubbornness in 
face of opposition which ls unyielding. 


Mutual Yielding a Failure. 

Mr. Bryan as secretary of state tried 
sincerely to subdue his own personal de- 
sires in an effort to strengthen the presi- 
dent.

Bryan Peace at Any Cost. 

For years Mr. Bryan has been the lead- 
ing advocate of world peace.

The mat- 
ter is one of publie policy, ‘and censorship, although 
in itself dangerous and abhorrent, is accepted as a 
necessary compromise. . 

But the question is always one of fact, and censor- 
ship, being in itself a denial ‘of ‘intelligence, or an

Porter withheld the entries 
until he assured himself by practice spins 
on the Indianapolis oval that the motors 
were ready for a 500 mile grind. The 
Porter cars were entered at Indianapolia, 
but failed to qualify owing to the inabil- 
ity of the motors to keep rings intact. 
The cars will be dfiven on June 19 by 
Hughie Hughes, one of the best known 
of the English drivers; Charies Keene, 
who secured his first racing experience at 
the wheel of the Béaver Bullet in the 1924 
race at Indianapolis, and Earl Devore, 
prominent in Pacific coast racing circles. 


Hits Clip of 95 Miles. 
A change of materia! for rings at the 
last minute before the Indianapolis grind 
caused most of Porter’s trouble. Before 
he made the change the cars were doing 
better than ninety-five miles an hour on 
the Long Island parkway. The motors 
are supposed to be duplicates of the en- 
gines of the Minerva Knights, which 
finished second, third, and fourth to K. 
Lee Guinness’ Sunbeam in the Isle of 
Man races last year. The entry of the 
Porter cars brings the total list up to 
twenty-six. At least four more entries 
are expected.

LL the important art centers in the 
United States which possess ade- 
quate art galleries are considering 
a codperative plan to secure the 

benefits of the Panama Pacific 
exposition’s showing of the world's art. 

Thies movement has at present two 

branches which are likely to be conjoizied 

in the near future and which in any case 
will codperate in the common purpose of 
bringing the choicest of the art treasures 
now at the San Francisco Palace of Fine 

Arts inte the reach of those who have 

been unable to visit the exposition. 

The first branch of this traveling ex- 
position came to a definite form yesterday 
when through the action of John W. 
Beatty, director of the Carnegie institute, 
the following artists were appointed to 
select the foreign paintings which will 
be shown throughout the country: Alden 
J. Weir, William M. Chase, and Edward 
W. Rod field. ‘ 


— 

Director Beatty concelved the idea 
which will be put into practical form by 
this committee. Two hundred and fifty 
paintings will be selected from the best 
work of the foreign artists and sent as a 
traveling exhibition to the chief Amer! 
cities, including New York, . 
Detroit, Buffalo, and others, 

fine arts commissioners from 
Sweden and the Netherlands already 
have given a hearty assent to the plan. 
Other commissioners will have to consult 
their artists and their governments, but it 
is ‘practically certain that they will be 
given the necessary authority to coéper- 
ate with the plan. 

The second plan under consideration is 
even more comprehensive since it contem- 
plates the selection of American paint- 
ings, as well as foreigu ones. This move- 
ment was initiated by Clyde H. Bur- 
roughs, secretary of the Detroit Museum 
of Arts, in a letter to John E. D. Trask, in 
which he set forth his plan and mame a 
proposition to Mr. Trask. 

Mr. Trask replied that he is heartily 
in favor of the plan and will do all in his 
power to assist in ite realization. Just 
what plan will be adopted is not decided 
as yet, but that one of the two will be 
wotked out immediately is an aséured 
fact, so that at the close of the exposition 
all wlll be in readiness for the inaugura- 
tion of the traveling exhibition. 

Edward Redfield says that no such rep- 
resentative collection of modern art ever 
has been assembled and that it therefore 
affords an exceptional opportunity at 
this time when travel is impossible 
abroad.

SFFICIALS” FIGHT 
HINDERS JUSTICE 
“IN BOYS? COURT 
Police, dust by Statements 


I Annual Report, Will Seek 
Common Co-operation, — 


“WK JUDGE 18 TOO EASY, 


BY HENRY M. HYDE. 


At the next weekly meeting of his com- 
manding officers Chief of Police Healey 


wii] take up with-them the serious situa- 
fon disclosed by the first annual report 


of the Boys’ court, detalled yesterday in 


Tu TRIBUNE. 

The fact that out of 10,400 cages brought 
pefore the Boys’ court last year the de- 
fendante were discharged in 7,500 in- 

stances deserves, in Chief Healey’s opin- 

ion, the serious study of the police depart- 
went. Especially does he think it worth 
attention that more than four-fifths of 
the 7,000 boys arrested and charged with 
misdemeanors were found not guilty. 

After consultation with his captains the 
chlef probably will issue an order calling 
attention to the enormous percentage of 
discharges and instruct the members of 
the department to use the greatest dis- 
eretion in arresting boys oncomperative- 
er trivial charges. 

Contempt for Law. 

The feeling seems to be that when only 

one out of five prisoners brought into 
. the Boys’ court is found guilty contempt 
, for the law and its threatened penalties 
u widely bred. ' 

itis unfortunate that, under the surface 
at east, the various agencies having to 
do with the arrest and punishment of 
boy are fighting each other with donsid- 
erable bitterness. So far as the boys are 
concerned doubtless more could be ac- 
complished if they would codperate and 
try to work together on a basis of com- 
mon understanding and agreement. 

Judge Dolan of the Boyt court publicly 
announces that in his epinion the police 
make thousands of urnecessary arrests 
each year. He criticizes the police for 
frequently bringing boys, charged only 
with misdemeanors, irto the court in 
néndecuffs. 

Bay Guilty Are Released. 

Old and experienced commanding ofi- 
cera in the pclice department, on the other 
hand, say the Boys court often dis- 

charges boys whose guilt on serious 
charges is c'early proved; that sometimes 
boys are given new triels and discharged 
in the absence of the officers who made 
de arrests. 

On the one side needless and wanton

’ ‘apsychopathic laboratory which removes 
the personal responeilility for crime, a 
probation system which a smart kid can 
probably beat, and a court which seems 
to be guided by sympathy rather than 
evidence. 

Those are the two big factors in the sit- 
vation—each as painted by the other. 

Boys Become Auto Bandits. 

The police point out that the most des- 
berate and reckless c1!minals are often 
doe between 17 and 21 years old; that 

from this class come most of the hold-up 
men and the automobile bandits that rob 
stores and saloons all over the city. They 
declare that because of the leniency 
shown by the Boys’ court reckless young 
fellows in various parts of town are fast 
getting out cf hand. They have little 
tear of the law or of being convicted, and 
often insult: and defy police officers to 
arrest them. As for handcuffs, the police 
say enough cfficers cannot be spared to 
oper y guard a wagonful of strong 
young rowdies unless they are hand- 
cuffed. Ax it is now, they arrest boys of 
this age only in aggravated cases. 

Out of he 10,400 cases brought before 
the Boys’ court in its first year some 1,200 
Stiected somewhat at random, often at 
the sugeestion of the court, have been 
taken to the psychopathic laboratory and 
*Xamined by Dr Hixon. Of this 1,200 so 
*Xamined Dr. Hixon reports that 85 per 
cent are subnormal mentally. 


Minds of Little Children. 

According to the Binet-Simon tests, 
they are set down as averaging about 
7 or s years old mentally. While they 
cannot be called imbeciles or feeble 
minded, they are classified as having the 
Minds of little children, in bodies which 
are practically adult in size and strength. 
Under the present lawe these boys, 
Whose mertality is so low as to make it 
dificult to hold thém strictly responsible 
for their acts, must still be handled in 
the usual way, although a court will, of 
curse, be naturally influenced by the re- 
vort in making a decision in their cases. 

Since more than 8,000 boys passing 
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Opera Star Going Into the Movies. 
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through the court are not examined psy- 
chopathically, the question is raised as to 
how many of them would, om examina- 
tion, also be shown to be subnorma! men- 
tally? 

What ig to be done with subnorma!l 
boys who, if accepted theories are cofrect, 
are almost certain to be frequent of- 
fenders? 


Many Vanish for Wulle. 

In the Boys’ court, as in other courts 
where the probation system is in use, s 
considerable percentage of those who are 
released on probation simply disappear 


and are never heard of again until, per- 


haps, they are once more arrested and 
brought into court on a new charge. 

This is possible because there are so 
few probation officers that it is not always 
possible to make an investigation before 
a prisoner is let go. A boy may givea 
false name and address and, if he suc- 
ceeds in imposing on the probation officer 
to that extent, walk out into the street 
and vanish. 

Naturally ſt is the shrewdeat and most 
dangerous prisoners who are most pro- 
ficient in thus escaping punishment for 
the crimes which they have committed. 
It is hoped that the present legislature 
will pass a bill providing for a sufficient 
number of probation officers to make a 
investigation possible before any prisone 
is released. 

Perhaps a friendly conference among 
the judge of the Boys’ court, the chief of 


police, and the head of the probation de- 


partment might result in a working 
agreement which would improve the situ; 
ation. 


CHICAGO MAN IS ON TRIAL 
ON A CHARGE OF PERJURY. 


O. W. Capper’s Testimony Before 
Milwaukee Grand Jury Assailed 
in United States Court. 


Milwaukee, Wis., June 8.—[Special ]— 
Charles W. Capper. haberdasher. with 
stores in Milwaukee and Chicago, is on 
trial in the federal court here ona charge 
of perjury, for which he was indicted a 
year ago. The government is trying to 
show that during a grand jury investi- 
gation in April, 1914, Capper testified 
falsely concerning what he knew of J. M. 
Maloney, who subsequently was convict- 
ed of white slavery. 

Roy Benjamin of Waukesha was a wit- 
ness today. He said he was a member 
of the grand jury before which the de- 
fendant testified. Capper was asked, he 
said, if he [Capper] said J. M. Maloney 
and Grace Morton were at the Hotel Sher- 
man in Chicago on Dec. 26, 1911. 

„He seid he did not see them,” Ben- 
jamin testified. 

Grace Morton testified that while at the 
Sherman in Chicago with Maloney they 
met Capper and went with him to the
